JUBILEE STAMP, 


The United States, Post Office 
Department ‘has’ issued a.-new 
postage stamp to ¢ommemorate 
the ‘fiftieth anniversary of the 
perfection by Thomas Alva Edi- 
son of the incandescent lamp. 
The new stamp. is the same size 
as the! ordinary 2-cent’ stamp, 
76/100 by 87/100 inch, and is 


printed in red: ink. The central }- 


dosign is a picture of the original 
lamp with rays issuing therefrom. 
Immediately “above and partly 
encircling the lamp ig a ribbon 
with the words .'‘Edison’a, First 
Lamp;” above this and reaching 


ithe top..of thé stamp’ isa sémi- 


circular ‘panel ‘with |the . words 
“United States Postage” in white 
Roman letters. In both upper 
corners are ribbon scrolls with the 
year “1879” at the left and “1929” 
at the right. Onveither side of 
the lamp and through the rays of 
light appears the following 
legend: “Electric Light's Golden 
Jubilee.” “The white numeral 
“2” appears in both lower corners 
within: dark circles, which. are 
connected by a dark ‘panel form- 
ing the base of the stamp and 
containing. the word ‘‘Cents” in 
white Roman letters. 

The new- Edison commemorative 
stamp ‘was first placed on sale 
June 5, 1923, at the post office at 
Menlo Park, N-J., and due to.an 
unprecented .demand .for this 
issue, the first issue of 180,000,000 
is nlready -sold.
